24 years of age, 
alleged to be ringleader of a gang 
of seven counterfeiters operating out 
of Mobile. Ala., and Atlanta, was ar- 
rested while visiting an inmate of the 
Atlanta federal penitentiary. said to 
be a member of the gang, by Agent 
George H. Broadnax, in charge of the 
local office. 

Johnson employed more than a half 
dozen aliases, according to an alleged 
confession to Broadnax. His arrest, 
Broadnax says, removes from active 
criminal circles a man whom secret 
service agents believe to be one of the 
most dangerous currency-raisers in 
the country. Four other alleged 
members of the gang have been taken 
into custody since last April. when 
the gang is said to have invaded At- 
lanta, distributing a number of coun- 
terfeit $10 bills which had been raie- 
ed from $1 federal reserve bank notes. 


Johnson Once Eseaped. 


After victimizing a uumber of lo- 
cal merchants with the spurious bank 
notes, the cang is said to have sepa-' 
rated. agents of the secret service de 
partment tracing Johnson to Pensa- 
cola, Fla.. where he boarded a ship 
bound for Quebee, Canada.

Chattanooga, Tenn., October 31.— 
Dissolution of the foreign market 
which absorbs the surplus of Ameri- 
can industrial and agricultural pro- 
duction and makes for prosperity, be- 
cause of the collapse of foreign ex- 
change due to the United States gov- 
ernmenta! policy of isolation, was as- 
signed as the reason for economic de- 
pression in the United States which 
started early in 1921, in an address 
by former Governor James M. Cox, of 
Ohio, here tonight. 

Ex-Governor Cox came here from 
Nashville, after a series of speeches 
for the state and congressional demo- 
eratic candidates in western Tennes- 
see, closing at Nashville last, night. 
During the forenoon he visited the 
Hermitage, the home of Andrew Jack- 
son, and as a result of impressions re- 
ceived there, gave much time tonight 
to extolling the virtues of “Old Hick- 
ory,” drawing therefrom the text of 
class preference on which he elaborat- 
ed in discussion of taxation and tariff 
laws passed by the Harding adminis- 
tration. 

“The business man, the farmer.and 
men of every activity, early in 1921, 
felt much like the man who has a 
trapdoor sprung beneath his _ feet,” 
said Mr. Cox. “The bottom dropped 
out of things. The markets of the 
world disappeared. We produce more 
than we consume and European coun- 
tries cannot produce for their own 
needs. One-third of all we produce 
must be sold abroad. So that. when 
the markets of the world closed with 
the collapse of exchange when Amer- | 
ica decided’ on a “policy of isolation, 
the banks found themselves possessed 
of debts they could not collect, com- 
monly known as ‘frozen credits.’ At 
the same time warehouses were stock- 
ed with goods whose values dropped 
overnight and many bankruptcies 
and receiverships were avoided simply 
because banks, wrote off as losses 
many of the loans they had made be- 
ing enabled to do so by the surpluses 
they had accumulated during eight

trésident Harding in making several 
pending executive uppolntments has 
ywaven cise to the benef that none of 
ihe oftices will be filled until after 
the November elections. Critics ol 
ihe administration bave been prutuse 
in the charge lately that republican 
waders ure holding out the uppoint- 
‘ments as rewards tor energetic action 
during the cumpuign and us a stim- 
uius to politicians. 
- ‘Lhe records show that there are 
several of the choicest plums of the 
udministration going begging. Some 
of them bave been awaiting appoint- 
rents for wouths, an example of 
which is found in the two vacancies 
on the federal’ reserve board. 

Although Governor W. P. G. Hard- 
ing’s term expired August ¥, no de- 
cision has been announced by the 
white house. Likewise, the addi- 
tonal member, created by. an act of 
congress early in the summer, has 
not yet been selected, although the 
president. has let it be known that 
he will follow the wishes of congress 
und appoint a “dirt farmer.” 

Judgeships Vacant. 

The same situation is said to pre- 
vail in the select of the several 
auditional federal” judges created 
under the judiciary  bilL Charges 
have been made that President Hard- 
ing, by the advice of party leaders, 
is withholding the appointments, not 
al] of which have been made, until 
the crucial November 7 is passed. 
Otherwise, it is pointed out, no at- 
traction would be offered for indus- 
trious party workers, 

Chief interest has been centered 
upon the. vacancy on the supreme 
court bench caused by the recent res- 
ignation of Associate Justice Day. 
Reliable reports having it that a dem- 
o¢rat will be given the place, it would 
naturally follow that the president 
will, even then, make an appointment 
that would tend to serve his party 
best. 

Nothing, it is pointed out, could 
better serve this purpose than to wait 
until after the November elections 
and appoint Senator Shields, of 
Tennessee. This would assure re- 
publicans of another seat in the sen- 
ate, as Tennessee, from having a 
republican governor, would quite 
naturally send to the senate some 
one of republican faith. 

Good For Two Years. 

Senator Shields’ successor would be 
good for a_ two-year term, even 
though the state returned to the 
democratic column this year. And 
by delaying the supreme court ap- 
pointment for a few more days, Ten- 
nesseeans would not have the oppor- 
tunity of electing his successor until 
the next general election in_ that 
state, which is two years off. 

President Harding, observers be- 
lieve, has this course in view. Ru- 
mors from the white house that Sen- 
tendered’ the 
place, combined with the knowledge 
of the esteem in which he is held by 
Mr. Harding, tend to strengthen the 
contention. Another thing pointed 
to is that in hardly any other state 
could the coup be as _ successfully 
worked out. 

While several southern democrats 
have been mentioned for the ap- 
pointment, among whom is Govefnor 
Hardwick, of Georgia, the Tennessee 
senator is said to hold the inside 
track, due, in part, to the circum- 
stances given. 

May Be For Losers. 

A long- -standing belief that is also 
held in connection with major ap- 
pointments is that the preStent is 
holding the jobs open for republican‘ 
senatorial casualties of the election. 
Having served in the senate, he 
naturally has warm personal friends 
there whom he would like to take 
care of, in the event they are thrown 
out of office, it is asserted. 

The early primaries resulted — in 
several “lame ducks,” and the na- 
tional elections are scheduled to in- 
crease the list. The president, it is 


said, would like to find places for al) }. 


of them, if possible.

American government, in notes de- 
livered today fo the British, French 
and Italian embassies here, formally 
declined to participate in the Near 
East peace conference, scheduled for 
Lausanne, Switzerland, next month. 
Later, the state departmeyt made 
publice this government's position on 
the conference as outlined in the 
“aide memoire’’ transwitted vesterday 
to the three governments concerned 
through the American embassiea at 
London, Paris and Rome. 

Reference to the “aide memoire” 


was made in the reply to the allied 
notes inviting participation but 
which were not received by the state 
department until after the “aide mwe- 
moire” carrying instructions regar«- 
ing the American view had been die- 
patched to the American representa- 
tives. 

The formal replies, like the forma) 
invitations, were directly worded and 
explained that the United States 
would send only observers to Lau- 
sanne and added that the conference 
was primarily a peace conference to 
end a war in which the United States 
was not a helligerent. 

Text of Basis. 

The text of the “aide memoire” 
on which the formal replies were 
based as fully setting forth the 
American attitude follows: 

“The conference proposed for the 
purpose of drawing up a treaty of 
peace with Turkey will have primari- 
ly to deal with the problems result- 
ing from the state of belligerency 
between the allied powers, Turkey 
and Greece. The United States was 
neither at war with Turkey nor a 
party to the armistice of 1918 and 
does not desire to participate in the 
final peace negotiations or to assume 
responsibility. for the political and 
territorial adjustments which may be 
effected, 

“While maintaining this reserve in 
regard to certain phases of the Near 
Fast settlemett, the government of 
the United States, does not desire to 
leave the impression that it regards 
its interests as less entitled to con- 
ideration than those of any other 
power, or that it is disposed to re- 
linguish rights enjoyed in common 
with other powers or proper commer- 
cial opportunity, or that it is un- 
coricerned with the humanitarian in- 
terests involved.

As I have already said, most of the 
cases of “cold settled on the chest’’ 
are not at all what they seem, not on 
or in the chest at all, but rather trou- 
ble in the upper respiratory tract 
somewhere, say in the windpipe or the 
larynx (voice box) or the region of the 
adenoid body. The cough tauses more 
or less soreness felt deeply in the “hest 
(muscle lameness) and the yictim 
jumps to the conclusion that the 
trouble is deeply seated. In young 
children, who react to simple coryza 
or an acute adenoiditis with consider- 
able feverishness and general upset, 
it is a common thing for parent or

Don't 
use too much water—just enough, to 
keep the vegetables safe from burn- 
ing. Then pour it, when the vege 
tables ‘are done, into tomorrow’s soup 

t—the water in which you have 
wiled «carrots, white potatoes, “all 
kinds of beans, spinach, turnips. 
Don’t use cabbage water nor that 
in which sweet potatoes, cauliflower 
or any other vegetables too strong in 
flavor have been boiled.

The first move at 
Jefferson was a drastic one, and .one 
which served notice upon the crooks 
who raided New Orleans last winter 
and came near putting an end to 
racing there that: they are no longer 
welcome. The move indicates that 
Jefferson at least is determined to 
keep the pledge to Governor Parker 
and the legislature that racing will 
be conducted upon a square and clean 
basis, 

Four stables, prominently connect- 

with last winter’s scandals, were 
all told to keep away from the track. 

One of the leading citizens *of New 
Orleans and one of the richest cot: 
ton men in the south told me recently 
that the business. men of) New Or- 
Jeans who have supported the racing 
for years, and the men who have car- 
ried the heavy mortgage on the fair 
zrougds property, are determined to 
drivg the crooks out of the sport. It 
was ‘stated that the police have been 
furnished with a list of names of un- 
desirables who last: winter acted as 
agents for the New York crooks who 
led the looting of the New Orleans 
racegoers, with orders: to measure 
their steps going northward. 

Further attempts of the New York 
syndicate to direct racing in New 
Orleans will be met with complaints 
in New York against the operators. 
Orders are to be given to keep all 
bookmakers out of the stables, to bar 
professional ~ gamblers from connec- 
tion with stables. The idea of a man 
Owning and racing horses and mak- 
ing a book at the same time was not 
welcome even last vear. 

Pledges have been given by the 
men who are attempting to clean the 
sport that they will do so. Jeffer- 
son at least has made the big start.

trict Judge A. M. Blackmon at Fair- 
field. Hearing on making that. perma- 
nent was scheduled for tomorrow at 
Groesbeck. 

The appellate court also ordered 
Secretary of State Staples and Attor- 
ney-General W. A. Keeling to appear 
before it next Monday to show cause 
why'they should not be adjudged in 
contempt of the court. 

The order vacating the Fairfield in- 
junction directs Judge Blackmon to 
proceed no further with the case until 
“after final disposition of this case 
by this court.” It is pointed out by 
attorneys that the plaintiff's motion 
for a new hearing on the court's order 
nullifying the Corsicana injunction 
suit is still pending and the “final 
disposition” means final action on this 
motion. 

It is further pointed out that the 

Corsicana injunction preventing May- 
field’s name from going on the ballot 
will not be finally dissolved until the 
appellate court here acts on the mo- 
tion for rehearing, although the su- 
preme court decided in Mayfield’s fa- 
vor and passed the decision down to 
the appellate court. 
: In this connection, the court's ac- 
tion citing Secretary Staples and Mr. 
Keeling to appear before it looms up. 
This citation was issued on motion 
by counsel for the persons seeking to 
keep Mayfield’s name off the ballot.

TESTIMONY CONCLUDED 
AT CHAMPION TRIAL 


Cleveland, Ohio, October 31.—( By 
the Associated ress.) —Testimony 
was concluded-and summing up argu- 
ments by the state opened late taday 
in the first degree murder trial of 
Mrs, Mabel Champion, 22, charged 
with the slaying of ‘Thomas A, Me- 
Connell, carnival promoter, of New 
Haven, Conn., in a restaurant here 
last July. 

In his opening statement F. C. Stan- 
ton, county prosecutor, asked that 
the jury impose the death penalty on 
Mrs. Champion, declaring she was 
guilty. 

“This girl is from Texas, and shoots 
from the hip,” he declared. ‘The de- 
fense’s objection to this statement was 
sustained. 

The state sprang a surprise in Its 
rebuttal testimony, offering the blood- 
spattered clothing of O'Connell as evi- 
dence, and through Captain Daniel 
Stanton, police firearms expert, the 
rosecutor demonstrated the death 
hots could not have been fired ar 
close range, as the dcfense contend- 
ed. 

The officer’s testimony was in con- 
tradiction of that of Mrs. Champtlon 
—that the death shots were accidental 
while O’Connell was holding her arm. 
During the introduction of this ev- 
dence Mrs. Champion showed her first 
emotion. She turned her face away 
as the clothing was presented and as 
the prosecutor re-enacted the shooting 
she buried her face in her hands, 

The case is expected to be in the 
hands of the jury late tomorrow.
